S.R.O. 345. — The following draft of certain further amendments to the 
Indian Tolls (Army and Air Force) Rules, 1942, which it is proposed to make in 
exercise of the powers eonfei red by sub-sections (1) and (2) of section 7 of the 
Indian Tolls (Army and Air Force) Act, 1901 (11 of 1901), is published, as re- 
quired by sub-section (3) of the said section, for the information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the draft will be taken 
into consideration on or after the 18th September 1951 . 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with res- 
pect to the said draft before the date specified will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

Draft Amendments 

(1) Throughout the Rules — 

(a) for the words ‘‘His Majesty’s Regular Forces”, the words ‘‘the Regular 

Army” shall be substituted ; 

(b) for the words “Indian State Forces”, the words “Armed Forces main- 

tained by Part B States” shall be substituted ; 

(c) for the words “His Majesty’s”, the Words “the Indian” shall be subs- 

tituted ; 

(d) for the words "His Majesty”, the words “the Government” shall be 

substituted ; 

(2) Rule 1 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) of that rule and after sub-rule 
(1) as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be added’ namely : — 

“(2) They extend to the whole of India/’ 

(3) In rule 3 — 

(a) in clause ( b ) of sub-rule (1 ),for the words and brackets “the Auxiliary 

Force (India) or of the Indian Territorial Force”, the -words “the 

Territorial Army or of the National Cadet Corps” shall be substituted ; 

(b) in sub-clause ( ii ) of clause (d) of sub-rule (1), for the words'and brackets 

‘ the Auxiliary Force (India) or the Indian Territorial Force”, the 

words “the Territorial Army or the National Cadet Corps” shall be 

substituted ; 
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(c) in Hub-rule (2), for the words and brackets “the Auxiliary Force 
(India) ; the Indian Territorial Eoroo”, the words ‘‘the Territorial 
Army ; the National Cadet Corps” shall be substituted. 

(4) In the Schedule to tho rules, in the fourth item under Part I, for the words 
and brackets “tho Auxiliary Force (India) or tho Indian Territorial Force’', the 
words “the Territorial Army or the National Cadet Corps” shall be substituted.
